 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the authority 

of the same, as follows: 

 

 SECTION 1. Clause (a) of section 4 of chapter 19A of the General Laws, as appearing in 1 

the 2002 Official Edition, is hereby amended by adding the following words:- and shall, subject 2 

to appropriation, make available to each city and town by July first, two thousand funds to 3 

provide for the purchase and installation of Internet accessible and network compatible computer 4 

hardware and software in centers established for the benefit of senior citizens, so-called, in such 5 

city or town. 6
